1. This Office Action responds to the Amendment filed 18 January 2006. Claim 19 is pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the article Gosmini et al, 
"Electrosynthesis of functionalized 2-arylpyridines from functionalized aryl and pyridine halides 
catalyzed by nickel bromide 2,2'-bipyridine complex," Tetrahedron Letters A\ (26), 2000, pp. 5039- 
5042. Gosmini et al discloses the instandy claimed compound 2-e [see p. 5041, Table 2, line 2]. 
Applicant claims the following structure: 




wherein A is C, R, is H, R2 is H, R3 is CF3, R4 is H, R5 is H, R^ is H, R7 is CH3O, Rg is H and R9 is H. 
Gosmini et al discloses the following structure:

4. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the article Shkutko et al, 
"Pyrimidines. LXVIII, Syntheses of isomeric fluorophenyl-, hydroxyphenyl-, nitrophenyl-, and 
aminophenylpyrimidines," It^vesHa Sibirskogo Otdelenija Akademii Nauk SSSR, Seriya Khimicheskikh 
Nauky (6), 1978, pp. 106-112. Shkutko et al discloses the instandy claimed compound 2-h [see p. 
107], Applicants claim the following structure: 




wherein A is N, Rj is H, R3 is H, R^ is H, R5 is H, R^ is H, R7 is F, Rg is H and R^ is H. Shkurko et 
al discloses a pyrimidine that is 2, 5 substituted by substituents Rp) and R^gj. It is disclosed that R(2) 
may be H and R^jj may be a fluorinated phenyl group, //-FC^H^ or n-¥C^^. 

5. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the article Chatani et al, 
"Ru3(CO),2-Catalyzed Reaction of Pyridylbenzenes with Carbon Monoxide and Olefins. 
Carbonylation at a C-H Bond in the Benzene Ring,"/. Org, Chem,, 62 (8), 1997, pp. 2604-2610. 
Chatani et al discloses the instandy claimed compound 2-s [see p. 2606, compound 12]. Applicants 
claim the following structure:
